to the Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs and to the Minister of Edu- 
cation, with a copy to the Muni- 
cipal District of Mountain View. 
Text of this letter is as follows:” 
Re: Application 

For County System 

We understand that application 
for county status has been made 
by the Council of the Municipal 
District of Mountain View No. 49 
on February 10th, 1959. 

The Board of the Olds School 
Division is against this change for 
the following reasons: 

(1) Too many large bodies of 
electors would be disenfranchised 
with respect to school affairs with- 
in the area of a county here. 

(2) We doubt the sincerity of the 
members of the Council when they 
avaded the question of a county 
system at the annual meeting held 
February 2lst — 11 days after the 
application was made. 

We regret that until this time 
we have not received official notice 
that the application has been made.

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PIONEER [OTTAWA REPORT 


By E. M. WOOLLIAMS, M.P. 


The farmer delegation from the 
Prairies has come to Ottawa and 
has now left for home. 

It hag been agreed without any 
reservations from all members of 
parliament that the briefs present- 
ed by the delegation were well pre- 
pared and delivered. Such briefs 
were presented to the cabinet and 
to the prime minister, with all the 
western members present, by Mr. 
Wesson, president of the Saskatche- 
wan Wheat Pool, he being the main 
spokesman. It took him one hour 
to read the brief. 

Other briefs were presented on 
behalf of a point of view of a 
farmer's wife, farm youth, labor, 
and even the clergy. Written cop- 
jes of the brief were received by 
the prime minister and his cabinet 
just prior to the presentation so 
that no previous examination by 
the prime minister or his cabinet 
was possible. 

All the farmers of 
can be satisfied that 
delegation conducted itself with a 
serious purpose and this fact, to- 
gether with the careful presentation 
of the arguments, left an excellent 
impression on the members of par- 
liament in the east. This is impor- 
tant because the prairies, like any | 
other part of Canada, must rely on 
the East for support, just as the 
East must rely on the West for sup- 
port for the implementation of any 
program, After all, any cheap poli- 
ticilan can suggest that it is possible 
to form a government in Canada 
without Eastern support but that is 
@ political science untruth. Any 
political party must have support 
in the Bast. It is an expedient that 
cannot be denied. 

I think one question that was 
overlooked by spokesmen for the 
farmers and also the political sym- 
pathizers and opponents was just 
“where is the money coming from?” 

The payment of any form of de- 
ficiency payments to the farmers 
will require a greater deficit. What 
effect on the general economics and 
the country will this have? Would 
a larger deficit increase inflation? 

Canada's treasury is like that of 
an individual. Money is obtained 
either by loans or revenue. The 
country can have an overdraft just 
like an individual. The country 
must under such circumstances cut 
expenses like an individual when 
he finds himself short of money. 
| My guess is that these questions 
j will be very carefully considered 
\by the cabinet before they arrive at 
}a@ decision. I would appreciate 
comments from any farmer in my | 
constituency.

Mercuric seed disinfectants are 
effective in control of covered smut. 
This is the smut which appears as 
dust at harvest time. The smut 
spores are carried on the kernel 
and complete treatment with rec- 
ognized mercuric compound seed 
disinfectants will kil] these spores. 

Another smut which is quite com- 
mon, especially in a number of 
barley varieties, is loose smut. The 
above mentioned treatment or for- 


maldehyde does not control this 
form of smut, The reason for this 
is that the spores are not carried 


on the outside of the kernel. Loose 
smut is first noticed in the standing 
crop at heading time. A_ head 
emerges from the boot as a mass of 
black loose smut; these spores blow 
from the infected head, leaving a 
bare stock. The spores blown away 
lodge in the healthy grain heads 
at flowering time; these infected 
kernels develop normally, carrying 
the spore inside. When these in- 
fected kernels are sown the follow- 
ing spring the plant which results 
will have been infected and more 
loose smut heads are produced. 


The methods of contro) for 


loose smut are hot water or wate: 
spergon treatment. The hot water 
treatment is not used extensively, 
as it requires accurate high tem- 


peratures and the 
very important. 

In the water spergon treatment 
the grain is soaked for 10 hours at 
room temperature 70 deg. F. The 
water is then drawn off and the 
grain is soaked for 48 hours in a 
mixture of 3 ounces Spergon BL to 
10 gallons of water. The grain is 
then spread out to partially dry 
and sown within two days. 

This is a program of treating 
which could be carried out in 
small lots for production of smut- 
free seed, but is of course not prac- 
tical for large lots.

TREES: As we approach the 
spring season, some people are be- 
ginning to think about a tree plant- 
ing program. I have already taken 
quite a few orders for trees for 1960 
planting. The orders for next 
year's trees should be in by March 
31st. You can then be well assured 
that your trees will be ready for 
you next year when you wish to 
plant them. 

The requirements regarding these 
trees are simply that you have 
summer-fallowed the ground thor- 
oughly for at least one year and 
that all grass growth as well as 
perennial weeds have been com- 
pletely erradicated. The plots that 
are selected by yourself on which 
to plant these trees are subject to 
inspection in the fall by myself to 
make sure the ground has been well 
prepared and is suitable to receive 
the trees the following spring. 

The pre-requisite of a fall inspec- 
tion has been called for by the 
Department of Agriculture to make 
sure that all applications are sin- 
cere and that they have the ground 
in a satisfactory state of cultivetion. 

We wish you to order trees for 
next year and I want to take your 
application for them; plan to do 
this before the end of this month.
